New Mode of Crafting. 

Mr Downing, of Newburgh, has lately 
practised with success, u new mode of 
grafting, the object being to test the qual- 
| ity of fruits raised from seeds in a shorter 

period than would be possible by permit- 
iing such seedlings to stand until their 
natural time of bearing. The method is, 
to put the top of a shoot froma seedling 
tree, or a new variety, when it is desira- 
ble to procure a specimen of the fruit im- 
mediately, upon the top of a thrifty shoot 
of a middling aged and fruit-bearing tree; 
the process beig simply to take thrifty 
shoots, about a quarter of an inch in di- 
}ameter, and cut them in a slanting man- 
ner clear through, so as to detaca about 
| four inches of the top trom the rest, mak- 
| ing the line of the angle about an inch— 
the stock being cut in the same manner. 
| The backs are then to be carefully united, 
and bound up with yarn, covering the 
whole with grafting wax, to exclude the 
air. By this mode, fruit may be obtained 
in a short period, so as to test ts value at 
an early day—the eperation being simple, 
= scarcely a fear of failure. [Hort.

In 15 days they may be 
hung up to smoke. 

The Virginia mode is, ‘‘put to each 
joint a large tea-spoonful of saltpetre, rub 
each piece well with salt on both sides, 
and pack them away in a hogshead with 
holes at the bottom, to Jet off the brine. 


| Let then remain for five or six’ weeks; 


then take them out, brush off the sult, rub 
well with hickory ashes, aud hang each 
piece in the smoke house so as not to 
touch each other. Smoke cight or ten 
days successively, and occasionally in 
damp weather. Use small chips, but avoid 
pine.”” In my opinion, small chips of 
green hickory, or apple trees, form the 
best material for smoking, and the best 
mode of keeping through summer is to tie 
up in bags, with a little hay on the flesh 
side; suspending them out of the way of 
rats and mice,

Fall Ploughing. 

_ “A farmer of New Jersey, some years 
since, trench-ploughed an exhausted field 
of clayey soilinthe fall; cross-ploughed 
a part of it, and in that part broke the 
lumps to pieces.

A Circas- 
sian will sometimes permit a stranger to see 
his wife, but he must net accompany him.-—- 
The father makes the bride a present on her 
wedding day, but reserves the greater part of 
what he intends to give her till the birth of 
her first child. On this occasion she pays him 
a visit, receives from him the remainder of 
her portion, and is clothed by himin the dress 
of a matron, the principal distinction of which 
consists in a veil. The habitation of a Cir- 
cassian is composed of two huts, because the 
wife and husband are not supposed to live to- 
gether. One of these huts 1s allotted to the 
husband, and to the reception of strangers; the 
other to the wife and family; the court which 
separates them is furnished by palisades and 
stakes. At meals the whole family is assem- 
bled; so that here, as among the Tartars, each 
village is reckoned at a certain number of 
kettles.
